He is President of Leuzinger Bros. Excavating Company and 
Plumbing Company, Inc., which has offices at the above address. 


On November 18, 1959 he met an individual named HARRY KAMINSKY 
who represented Interstate Investment Company, Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. At that time KAMINSKY had a subdivision called 
Chateau Park in Menomonee Falls, Wisconsin. He contracted 
through KAMINSKY to put in the sewer and water construction for 
an estimated value of $40,000, During the month of December, 
1960 he again contracted through HARRY KAMINSKY and the 
Interstate Investment Company to put in sewer and water 
installations for a subdivision called Devonwood at Menomonee 
Falls, Wisconsin. A bili of $169,000 was sent to Interstate 
Investment Company for his services. in the above he paid for 
aii labor and materials and Interstate Investment was to pay 
him $209,000 forboth jobs. The above land at Devonwood 
subdivision was open land with no houses erected upon it yet 
and his work was the initial preparation for construction of 
future homes on the above land. It was his understanding that 
Interstate Investment Company sold lots of the Devonwood 
subdivision to D M Builders, 100th and Bradley Road, Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. D M was to construct homes on the above lots, seil 
them to prospective buyers, and reimburse Interstate Investment 
who would then reimburse LEUZINGER. He was told (LEUZINGER) 
when he went to obtain payment for his work by KAMINSKY that 
interstate Investment Company had not received payment for 

any lots sold to D M and, therefore, could not pay LEUZINGER.

On at least one 
occasion some of the collateral that was in the terms of the 
contract was not owned by LEUZINGER. 


LEUZINGER did not desire to discuss any of the above transactions 
until he contacted his lawyer. 


During the month of October, 1962 he received a statement 

from Springer Associates, Statement No. A37255, and in this 
statement LEUZINGER was supposed to have signed a note using 
as collateral a 1961 Cadillac and one Marian Steam Shovel on 
May 22, 1962 in the amount of $7,237.

knowing an exact factual situation, and it would probably be 

necessary to show a pattern of conduct and not simply an isolated 
instance, The "double dip" consists of having a borrower make 

out two mortgages and two notes for the same loan at the same 

time and in tho samo amount, Each mortgage and note covers tho amount 
borrowed from a lending institution (such as Auto Acceptance 
Corporation). Therefore, the lending institution actually receives 
paper in double the value of the loan because of the duplication 

of the records. The lending institution thon rediscounts one 
mortgage and note with one bank and the other mortrace and note 

with another bank or lending institution. In other words, twice 

the value of the original loan is obtained by this rediscount 

process, 







Concerning the practice of having persons signing mortgages, notes, 
etc,, ior the sole benefit of the lending institution (such as 
Auto Acceptance Corporation), which then rediscounts the paper 


and obtains cash for it from a bank or other larre lending 
institution, Mr. BRENNAN an said it was doubtful did

HELLER did not discontinue the purchase of paper 
from AAC because they found anything illegal or dishonest on 
AACts part but because AAC was getting into a different type 
of financing which did not lend itself to Heller's policy. 
Heller désires to purchase groups of loans where the average 
balance of any particular group is small ($300 - $500). At 
that time AAC was beginning to handle paper where, as a group, 
the average balances were much larger, Heller conducts audits 
of its customers through agreement and had been conducting 
regular audits at AAC on a 90 to 180 day basis. Of course, Heller 
was not completely satisfied with what the audits had disclosed b 
in the way of delinquent loans and the re-financing of loans and 
that also had a bearing on Hellerts decision to liquidate the account, 





Heller never purchased individual loans from AAC but 
rather a group of loans which were scheduled, Heller would than 
purchase the schedule of loans. The schedule would have attached to 
it the original note and corresponding collateral to support each 
loan, The documents were retained by Heller until the schedule was 
paid in full by AAC, at which time all of the notes and supporting 
collateral were returned to AAC, Heller did not make collections 
on any loan but rather, received one payment each month from AAC, 
Heller did not make any verifications on the loans appearing on the 
schedules except during their audits when spot checks were made, 
Another exception to that was when they received paper on real 
estate financing and on those loans, Heller would make the 
appropriate checks to insure good title, value of the property, and

12 month obligation is liquidated, AIC maintains ledger 
cards on each customer as does AAC, and during the AIC 
examinations of AAC, these ledgers are examined for any 
discrepancies, As of their latest examination, the dis- 
crepancies in that respect were negligible, 
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The majority of financial paper purchased from 
AAC is normally sent to AIC through the United States 
Mail, On occasions AÁC employees have delivered the

Mercantile has no information to indicate 
that the loans or documents submitted by AAC 
wore in any way false or fraudulent or that the

Ho will not make tho records of Mercantilo 
available without a subpoena in that he feels the 
AAC account was an excellent account in all respects 
and he will not do anything that could in any way 
jeopardize Mercantile reacquiving the account should 
the opportunity arise. He wiii request permission 
of AAC to make theAAC account available if requested, 
He added that there are only about six active accounts 
on the Mercantile books at the present time that were 
purchased through AAC, A11 of the notes, mortgage 
papers, and chattel and real ostate mortgages were 
returned ta AAC when the loans were paid in full.

September 28, 1965, HARRY W, KAMINSKY, President, Auto Acceptance bic 
and Loan Corporation (AAC), Milwaukee, has forged or caused to 
be forged signatures on mortgages, notes, etc., and such documents 
were transported in inters ommerce, a violation of Title 18, 
Section 2314, U. S. Code. also indicated KAMINSKY is 
responsible for using non-existent collateral in connection with 
chattel mortgages and promissory notes, and that‘ be could be using 
the operation known as the "double dip," that is, selling the same 
note to two different lending institutions, and notes involved in 
these transactions went interstate. 


On December 6, 1965, the potential violations that might be »6
